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BINGLES WE WILL LIKELY NEVER SEE 


When searching the LoC, one never knows what you might stumble upon. The story about Green 
and Rodrigue is an excellent example. 


Weekly Alaska Citizen, Fairbanks, June 3, 1918. 
It is seldom that a newspaper man or printer is willing to tell an occurrence on himself that 
would reflect on his penetration of a plainly worded telegram, or anything else, for that 
matter. This affair is so good that the public must bear with it. It so happened that the firm 
of Green and Rodrigue, who are doing business at one of the lower river camps in which 
the elusive bingle is required had a businessman there telegraph The Citizen for the same. 
The message was as follows: 

“Hot Springs, Alaska, April 29, 1918. 
“Alaska Citizen, Fairbanks. Please make up one hundred each twenty-five cents, fifty cents 
and one dollar bingles green and rodrigue good for tobacco candy and soft drinks send 


first chance also year subscription daily paper to same firm. 
“MORRISON & CO.” 


The bingles were run off according to the interpretation of the message with one exception 
- the printer could not find the color “rodrigue” and affixed the name of the senders of the 
telegram on the bingles printed as the proprietors of the pool hall. There was also sent a 
letter with the request for a sample of the “rodrigue”’ color, the printing being done on a 
substitute color. On receipt of the bingles at the lower river camp the following message 
was received by the printer. 


“Hot Springs, May &, 1918. 
“Alaska Citizen, Fairbanks. Bingles received should read green and rodrigue make new 


per our wire April twenty-ninth and forward first mail. 
“MORRISON & CO.” 


In the meantime the letter had been delayed in transmission and the party at the lower end 
did not receive it in time to understand the dilemma the printer was in. The shipment of the 
second lot of bingles was also delayed and before their arrival the letter was received by 
the sender of the order. In response to the letter the following was received, which cleared 
up the mystery of the unknown color: 


“Hot Springs, May 25, 1918. 
“Alaska Citizen, Fairbanks. Your letter sixteenth. Mr. Leo Rodrigue is white, also Mr. Dan 
Green. Rodrigue is a single man and has no children, therefore we cannot send a sample of 
him. Rodrigue and Green are running a pool room at this place and bingles are to be 
printed with their firm name instead of Morrison and Company. Your colors are O.K. Not 


necessary to create a new one. 
“MORRISON & CO.” 


Sadly, none of the Green & Rodrigue tokens are known to have sur- 
vived. And whatever became of the first printing that said “Morrison 
& Co.” Were these ever used? 


It is only through pure luck that the Bockfinger and Karry tokens 
(February 2023), from the same area, did survive! Were they or- 
dered from the Alaska Citizen newspaper in Fairbanks? 


But Dan Green and Leo Rodrigue have interesting stories to tell, 


especially Dan Green.

From Nenana nothing could 
be seen except a heavy black cloud, and Wein ex- 
pected to be forced back any minute. Mr. Rodrigue 
came up in the plane, and both he and Wein were 
numbed by the cold by the time they reached a local 
field.

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JOSIE’S CAFE 


Seward Daily Gateway, December 22, 1931. 

A mining deal involving Nuka Bay quartz property 
was completed in Seward yesterday when Capt. Pete 
Sather...purchased from Mrs. Josie Sandvick her 
quarter-share of the eight lode mining claims, all 
situated in the Nuka Bay mining district. 


This cinches it. Mrs. Josie Emswiler became Mrs. Josie 
Sandvick sometime between 1926 and 1929. And what 
of Charles Emswiler? He ran a gas boat hauling people 
and supplies to Nuka Bay. 


Seward Daily Gateway, October 21, 1933. 

Josie Sandvick, proprietor of the Marathon Cafe, 
reports her place of business is now open for busi- 
ness. During the past summer Mrs. Sandvick had 
been packing fish at her Westward plant. 


So there we have the tale of one, or two or three Josies. 
If I were a betting man, I would bet they are one and 
the same. 


No marriage or divorce records were found in any of 
the Alaska papers. Perhaps there were three Josies 
and it is only a coincidence that they all were associ- 
ated with cafes. 


LEE POLESKE 


Sadly this year we lost our source in Seward. Lee 
Poleske passed away August 12, 2023 at the age of 86. 
The family is planning a celebration of life on Summer 
Solstice, 2024. 


Lee came to Alaska in July of 1964 just after the earth- 
quake to teach. He taught social studies, photography, 
Spanish and history for the next 26 years, retiring in 
1990. 


He was an active member of the Resurrection Bay 
Historical Society. He was the volunteer director of 
the Seward Museum until 2012. Lee wrote the news- 
letters for the Seward Iditarod Trail Blazers, the Iditarod 
Historic Trail Alliance and the Resurrection Bay His- 
torical Society. The Alaska Historical Society recog- 
nized his many years of research about Seward and 
Resurrection Bay.

Ravn Alaska, a local Alaska airline has issued a set of 
token commemorating their return to serving Alaskan 
communities. From their website: “Each “Tokn” is 
minted in a single limited run and is only available (in 
Anchorage) when flying to or from each specific com- 
munity.” The tokens are dated 2021. 


The tokens are 30.6 mm in diameter and struck in nickel 
plated brass. Mintages are 15,000 for Anchorage and 
5,000 each for Dutch Harbor, Homer, Kenai and Valdez. 


Projected future issues include St. Paul Island, 
Unalakleet, Sand Point, Cold Bay, St. Mary’s and Aniak. 
These were to be issued in 2022 and later, but no im- 
ages are available on their website. Presumably none 
have been issued. 


This brings to mind the Coconut Grizzly token from 


Alaska Airlines! I checked the index. This has never 
been in this newsletter!

NEW GOLD TOKEN - WALKER FORK 


Walker Fork is a tributary of the South Fork of the 
Fortymile River. Gold was discovered in 1889. A gold 
dredge worked there from 1934 to 1938. It is currently 
a favorite location for recreational gold miners using 
floating suction dredges. 


Well, this token is not pretty. But it was fun. 


I guess it all started when I found an Alaska map punch 
on line. I was so excited. The punch came, and I quickly 
made a die and pressed a token. The map was back- 
wards! I laughed so hard. When buying the punch, I 
had failed to think “backwards.” Since then I have 
purchased a map of Alaska that is reversed, and thus 
properly orientated on the tokens. 


My minion, Liza Claar, is preparing a presentation on 
mint errors for the Fairbanks Coin Club (if you are in- 
tentionally making them, are they truly errors?). That 
got me to thinking about brockages - where a coin stays 
in the die, and another blank is fed in and that coin that 
is stuck in the die becomes sort of a die... 


This also allowed me to do something that I otherwise 
would not be able to do. I could make the design on the 
token incuse (like the Indian $2.50 and $5 gold coins) 


So I experimented with some of my 1/10 oz. silver 
blanks and dies, and they looked pretty good. Would it 
work with gold? Well, kind of. 


To make these tokens, I needed to make a die that reads 
correctly when the letters are punched in. This requires 
normally orientated letter punches, not reverse letter 
punches. Here is where my first Alaska map punch 
comes in. I made a die for Walker Fork, with the map 
in the center. If you look at the die, you can read Walker 
Fork just as easily as you read it here - you don’t have 
to read it backwards. 


I then take a polished die blank and the Walker Fork die 
and press a 1/10 oz. silver so that Walker Fork is re- 


versed on the token (as it would be on a die). This then 
becomes my die for the Walker Fork token. 


Using the polished die blank to support the “brockage 
die,” I set the gold blank on the brockage die as cen- 
tered as I can, and set the Fortymile Gold die on top, 
and press the token. 


Because the brockage die expands and deforms, I get 
only one pressing from each brockage die. All tokens 
are slightly different: some stronger, some weaker, some 
a bit off center.

Gold from Walker Fork is reported to be about 88%, 
but my specific gravity estimates it at a little over 90%. 
Close enough! 


These tokens are available for $130 postpaid, and in- 
cludes the 1/10 oz. silver brockage die that was used to 
strike that token.
